I. Introduction

The North Carolina Sentencing and Policy Advisory Commission eshabli the
Misdemeanor Offense Classification Subcommittee at its Sépteb®, 2004, meeting. Pursuant to
the request contained in Session Law 2004-186, Section 12.1 (Appendix A), rtimisSmn
charged the Subcommittee with studying the classification sdlemeanor offenses and developing
a system for classifying misdemeanor offenses on the basis of theityseve

The Misdemeanor Offense Classification Subcommittee met s@wvers: January 14,
February 25, April 8, June 10, September 9, November 18, 2005, and February 24, 2606. Th
Subcommittee reviewed the methods that were originally used dssifyl felonies and
misdemeanors under structured sentencing and the currenticdissifof misdemeanor offenses.
The Subcommittee looked at the classification of misdemeanorseffem other states with
sentencing guidelines but found that very few states had a&assifsdemeanors and none of them
had developed criteria for classification. The Subcommittee denesl several different types of
criteria for the classification system including the typdnafm, the degree of harm, the culpability
of the offender, and the type of offense. The Subcommittee dilgmssed whether the
classification system should continue the declining degreearof ktarted in the felony criteria or
begin a separate set of harms. Once it had developed ckgwificriteria, the Subcommittee
classified misdemeanor offenses in General Statutes’ ChdpteisB, and 20. In response to the
mandate, the Subcommittee focused in particular on misdemeanolt adfemses and offenses
involving domestic violence. The Subcommittee looked at the clas&ificaf misdemeanor
assault offenses in other states in the Southeast and reviewslitigeations of the House Select
Committee on Domestic Violence. The Subcommittee developed neeodations and reported
them to the Sentencing Commission. The Commission discussed the rewations and adopted
them at its March 17, 2006, meeting.

[I. Recommendations

1. The Sentencing Commission has adopted the misdemeanor offense diassion system set
out in Appendix B.

Commentary: The Commission developed a misdemeanor offense classificati@mslyased
on the type and degree of harm that results or tends to fresalan offense. This is similar to
the felony offense classification system. It uses the $gpes of harm (person, property, and
society) and degrees of harm (serious, significant, and mintg.cfiteria are divided into four
groups to conform to the four misdemeanor offense classes. The m&uancriteria are

separate from the felony criteria; they are not intended to be a continuatienfefony criteria.
The misdemeanor criteria are not intended to be codified intotestaThey are intended to
serve as a tool for classifying misdemeanor offenses anati@ale for explaining why
individual offenses are assigned to the various classes.

2. The Sentencing Commission recommends classifying the ekigt misdemeanor offenses
according to the misdemeanor offense classification criteria.

A. The Sentencing Commission recommends adopting the medeanor offense
classifications for General Statutes Chapters 14, 18B, and 20 as set out in Apgie C.

Commentary: The Commission classified the misdemeanor offenses in Chdpterl8B,
and 20 (except for impaired driving offenses) based on a comparisoa elleinents of the
crime to the criteria. The members decided not to consideasstfitation of the
misdemeanor offenses in any other chapters of the GenerateStat this time because
those offenses are charged less frequently. However, the Segt@uimmission will use
the misdemeanor offense classification criteria for the i@leetson of all new
misdemeanors and the reclassification of existing misdemeanors proposefltarthe

B. The Sentencing Commission recommends that the misdeam®r offense classification
criteria not be used in the classification of the homicideffenses, the drug offenses, or
the impaired driving offenses.

Commentary: When the Sentencing Commission developed structured sentencing, it
decided that the felony offense classification criteria wowatdbe used in the classification

of the homicide offenses or drug offenses because they are urfigmses and not
amenable to a harm-based criteria. The Commission decidedhthafasssification of
misdemeanor offenses should be consistent with the way felonyseffevere classified.
The Commission also recognized that the impaired driving offenseslean historically
treated as unique and are not subject to structured sentencing.thafareason, the
Commission excluded them from the misdemeanor offense classificatemmeacrit

3. The Sentencing Commission recommends making the followgnchanges to certain
misdemeanor offense statutes:

A. The Sentencing Commission recommends separating thesdemeanor battery offense
from the misdemeanor assault offense and classifying it highe In addition, the
Sentencing Commission recommends that the offense of atteted battery be defined
as an assault.

Commentary: An assault involves a show of force sufficient to place anothexasonable
fear of immediate physical harm. A battery involves thaadatriking of another. Yet the
offenses of “assault” and “battery” are currently joined inuséaand classified in the same
misdemeanor offense class. As a result, the courts make ittkrydistinction between
them. The misdemeanor offense classification criteria aedpan part, on the degree of

harm that results or tends to result from an offense. The Cssiamirecognized that the
degree of harm that results from a battery is more seriousthieadegree of harm that
results from an assault.

The Commission proposed classifying “battery” as a Class 1 misdemeahtasaault” as a
Class 3 misdemeanor. An attempted battery would be punished aselaher than a
completed battery, according to structured sentencing, even thougtonidect is the
equivalent of an assault. This would effectively create a second, and highsficakien of
misdemeanor assault conduct.

. The Sentencing Commission recommends repealing assaultiresdemeanor offenses
against vulnerable victims and protected classes of people. the alternative, the
Sentencing Commission recommends classifying those offemsaccording to the
misdemeanor offense classification criteria.

Commentary: The misdemeanor offense classification criteria asedan the type and
degree of harm that results or tends to result from an offensé hdima that results from an
offense is considered to be the same regardless of the vicimCdmmission decided that
it would be inconsistent with the offense classification systempunish offenders

differently for the same conduct just because of the victim involved.

The Commission also recognized that there might be a som&tagst in extending
additional protection to certain victims. Therefore, if the alisa misdemeanor offenses
against vulnerable victims and protected classes of people airgedetthe Commission
suggested classifying the offenses according to the misdemeéfieose classification
criteria. In this case, that would result in the offenses bdaggified one class higher than
the general offenses. The higher classification is based adehaedhat those victims are
either more vulnerable than other victinegy(, handicapped persons and children) or face a
greater risk of harm because of their positieny.{ law enforcement officers and school
employees).

. The Sentencing Commission recommends repealing the misdemeandiense of assault
on a female.

Commentary: The Commission recognized that there might be a societatest in
extending additional protection to certain victims. However, the Cessiom also
recognized that it would be inconsistent with the offense ititzefon system to punish
offenders differently for the same conduct just because of the gehdee victim. Gee
Recommendation #3, B.) The Commission decided to recommend dealingenvigsue by
focusing on violence that occurs within the context of a persondioredhip between the
defendant and the victim S¢e Recommendation #3, D.)

. The Sentencing Commission recommends adding new offas to existing
misdemeanor offenses for situations where a personal relatidmp exists between the



defendant and the victim, as defined in General Statute 50B, and classifying the new
offenses according to the misdemeanor offense classification critri

Commentary: While the harm resulting from the offense may be the stragresence of a
personal relationship between the defendant and the victim maysedtearisk of harm to
the victim. The Commission decided that there might be a sorigdedst in increasing the
punishment for certain offenses when they occur within the contexa gersonal

relationship. These offenses include assault, battery, communitatéads, harassing by
telephone calls, and stalking.

. The Sentencing Commission recommends eliminating theisdemeanor offense class
enhancements for second and subsequent violations of the same offense.

Commentary: Several misdemeanor offenses are punished according to marasseri
misdemeanor offense classes if the defendant has previouslydreected of the offense.
This increase in offense class is inconsistent with structweetbrscing because the prior
conviction levels already take prior violations into account.

. The Sentencing Commission recommends that the Gener@lssembly amend the
driving while license revoked offense to allow the defendand pay any delinquent fine
or any penalty imposed for failure to appear and have the charge sinissed if that is
the only reason for the charge.

Commentary: Offenders can be convicted of driving while license revoked when they fail to
pay a previous fine or penalty. These convictions put a strain oh aodircorrectional
resources as well as affect the daily activities of otleawaw-abiding citizens. The current
statute does not give the defendant an opportunity to remedy theositymetor to
conviction. This change would have a positive impact on court and conactime and
resources and cause less interference with the livelihoods of citizens.

HOUSE BILL 1354

AN ACT TO STRENGTHEN THE LAWS AGAINST DOMESTIC VIOLE NCE, TO
PROVIDE ADDITIONAL ASSISTANCE TO DOMESTIC VIOLENCE VICTIMS, AND
TO MAKE OTHER CHANGES AS RECOMMENDED BY THE HOUSE S ELECT

The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts:

PART Xll. STUDY OF MISDEMEANOR OFFENSE CLASSIFICATIONS

SECTION 12.1. The General Assembly finds that the North Carolina Senteramayg
Policy Advisory Commission has adopted formal criteria for digsg felony offenses. The
Sentencing Commission has identified three general types of h&an®is to persons (including
both physical and mental injury); harms to property; and harms tetgocihe degrees of harm
are divided into three levels:

(2) Injury to person, property, or society;

(2) Significant injury to person, property, or society; and

3) Serious injury to person, property, or society. The stated pugbastablishing
the criteria was "to create a rational and consistent philosofi@ise for classifying offenses; to
assure proportionality in severity; and to provide a guidepost fosifslisgy new crimes in the
future."

In contrast to the felony classification criteria, the Corsimrisdid not create classification
criteria for misdemeanors. However, the current misdemean@nsaémg laws include an assault
offense that has serious injury as an element - even though "samioysto a person” is a
category of harm for felony offense classification. The Genésdembly finds that the
classification of assault offenses that involve serious injsinpiademeanors is inconsistent with
the Sentencing Commission's classification of felonies based on harm.

The North Carolina Sentencing and Policy Advisory Commission, pursudststatutory
responsibilities under Article 4 of Chapter 164 of the Generatutts, shall study the
classification of misdemeanor offenses. In particular, the Cesiom shall examine the
classification of assault offenses in relation to property offg&nsrimes against society, and
felony assault offenses. The Commission shall develop a systentaésifying misdemeanor
offenses on the basis of their severity. The Commission may consiclassifying existing
offenses and creating new offenses in order to insure proportiomadyconsistency. The
Commission shall report its findings and recommendations to the 2005aGAasembly, 2005
Regular Session. The report shall describe the status of the Gsiomts work and shall include
any completed policy recommendations and proposed legislation. The Coomskall make a
final report to the 2005 General Assembly, 2006 Regular Session.

SECTION 12.2. This part is effective when it becomes law.
